RADIO WIDELY USED 
BY U. S. CATHOLICS, 
SURVEY DISCLOSES 


Fifty Regular Broadcasts— 
Many Local Programs 


Washington.—That Catholic or- 
ganizations throughout the United 
States are taking wide advantage 
lof the radio to bring the message 
‘of the Church to the American 
‘people is shown by a survey made 
‘by the N. C. W. C. News Service 
‘from reports of programs as print- 
‘ed in various Catholic publications. 
‘The survey shows that upwards of 
‘fifty regular broadcasts under 
Catholic auspices are being made. 

(The. most widely 
program is, of course, the Catholic 
‘Hour, sponsored by the National 
Council of Catholic Men and broad- 
cast over a nation-wide hook-up of 
the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany. The Catholic Hour is now 
the largest individual program in 
America, being carried by fifty- 
four stations. It also is rebroad- 
cast over Station W2XAF, at 
‘Schenectady, and is heard through-

Also broadeast nationally is the 
Catholic portion of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, called by the 
radio organization the “Church of 
‘the Air.”

Liverpool’s New Cathedral of the World

E minute before dawn. The 

soldiers are standing too. Sud- 
denly a shrill whistle blows and 
they stream over the top in order- 
ly file and head for the trenches of 
the enemy. Out in No-Man’s Land, 
however, a deadly barrage mows 
them down; some fall, others hang 
limp on the barbed wire, some are 
blown to atoms and the remainder 
waver in vacillating indecision. 
“Where is the captain?” the cry 
goes up-—‘‘where is our leader?” 
Alas! a bullet plunged him to the 
earth as he climbed over the 
breastworks and the voice of 
authority is stilled now forever, 
Without him, the column breaks, 
scatters and disappears. Another 
empty charge goes down in the 
history of the World War. And 
that company of soldiers live in 
the memory of their comrades as 
the Lost Legion, 

Economic War 


Today, my friends, the World is 
the Lost Legion in the economic 
war. She went over the top in the 
glowing success of prosperity, but 
somehow the leaders failed, and 
now she is wandering in the No- 
Man’s Land of financial misery. 

Need I stress that fact? Is the 
Depression not the topic which has 
ingrained itself into every phase 
of our modern life? These are, 
indeed, times that try men’s souls. 
The fourth winter of this. cata- 
clysm is now past, and no matter 
how high our hope in the present 
sdministration may be, yet facts 
ire facts, and over 13,000,000 men 
in this country are still out of 
work. It is a pressing problem. 
he national wealth has dropped 
by $150,000,000,000 during the past 
four years, and annually our na- 
tional income has fallen by $14.,- 
000,000,000. Hundreds of thousands 
of our future citizens are now 
roaming the country in disorderly 
packs looking for a livelihood, and 
destitution over vast centers is a 
permanent harrowing fact. Nor is 
this confined to the United States. 
It has gripped the whole world as 
the gigantic total of 70,000,000 un- 
employed men testify. It is true 
there have been panics in the past 
but none approaching this in size. 
Since 1489, twelve great depres- 
sions’ have been our lot, but the 
longest, that of 1873, lasted no 
more than thirty months. The pre- 
sent visitation has lasted up te 
date for over 46 months, and no 
prophet is able to predict when it 
will end. All in all, we are in the 
midst of a critical situation—and 
men are asking two questions: 
“What is the cause of it all?” and 
“What is the Remedy?” 

Reason and Faith 

Let us see if we can arrive at an 
answer. I lay no claim to expert 
knowledge of high finance. That is 
neither my gift, nor my province. 
Nor do I hold any Ph. D. in eco- 
nomics. But I do lay claim to rea- 
son and the Catholic Faith, and 
with these two I think that I, as 
well as the man in the street, can 
arrive at a solution.

A Visible Society 


The Church which Christ founded 
was visibly a society. Its member- 
ship was potentially unlimited, but 
its officials were limited in number 
and set apart from the rest. Their 
office was distinguished by three 
qualities: 

First, it was authoritative. The 
Apostles were spiritual magistrates 
set over the multitude by God. They 
were not executive secretaries nor 
elected representatives nor public 
servants of the membership nor 
otherwise mere functionaries of the 
general will. They were deposi- 
taries of the authority of Christ 
Himself. 

Second, their authority was 
united. They were not empowered 
at twelve separate emissaries with 
license to found twelve or twelve 
hundred churches. Christ gave them 
all great powers, but to one among 
them he gave the eminence of head- 
ship and’the unifying power. They 
made therefore only one Church ac- 
cording to the will of Christ. 

Third, this united authority was 
self-perpetuating. Originally twelve 
in number, Christ nevertheless 
willed their activity to ramify 
throughout the world. Personally

Mariolatry is a word by which 


Protestants express their belief 


that the Catholic Church gives un- 
due honor to the Blessed Virgin;

This charge is, of course, ab- 
solutely false. We pay divine wor- 
ship to God alone, and only honor 
Mary by the highest honor that 
may bé paid to any creature, which 
is infinitely less than that which 
we give the Creator. Catholics 
hold that the Blessed Virgin is the 
most highly favored of all crea- 
tures, in that she was chosen by 


Almighty God as the instrument of 


the Incarnation. In her case moth- 
erhood and virginity are combined 
by a miracle, and in as much as 
the Child Whom she bore was truly 
God the Son, the Church rightly 
and properly gives to her the title 
of “Mother of God,” and honors 
her as such.

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION 


With the approach of 
summer, religious vacation 
schools are being seriously 
considered both by Catholic 
and Protestant leaders. For 
many years summer camp 
life has been fostered not 
only by the churches and the 
Y. M. €. A., but also by such 
organizations as Rotary and 
Kiwanis. In this summer 
recreational work, the pri- 
mary consideration is to 
bring boys and girls under 
as much religious influence 
as possible, in the hope of 
supplying a great lack in the 
public school curriculum. 
Summer vacation = schools, 
conducted by Catholics, are 
intended to bring together 
‘hose children who have not 
jad the advantage of religi- 
yus instruction in the schools 
and who, like Protestant chil- 
iren, must depend on ocea- 
sional Sunday School or 
tatechetical instructions. 


But the mevement to bring 
religion into the school life 
of the child has become 
stronger and more. wide- 
spread in recent years. In 
many states either the public 
school teachers themselves or 
other volunteer workers in- 
struct the children in the 
public school buildings after 
school hours, or as in the 
case of Gary, Indiana, chil- 
dren are allowed to leave the 
school building on two days 
of each week during class 
hours to attend religious in- 
structions at nearby churches 
or other places engaged for 
such purpose. 

Of course; this is an en- 
dorsement of the idea behind 
the whole Catholic school 
system. 

The Indiana Department 
of Public Instruction has a 
program for religious in- 
struction, which is followed 
in many places in the State. 
Recently the Fort Wayne 
Ministerial Association vot- 
ed to introduce courses based 
on the program of the Indi- 
ana Department of Public 
Instruction in all the schools 
of that city. The Chairman

After a one-year apprenticeship in 
these New England stations he 
joined the staff of N. B. C., and his 
rise from that time has been rapid. 

Mr. Young’s Catholic training 
displays itself prominently in his 
theory of radio announcing. “The 
trust, confidence or good will of 
the radio listener must never be 
violated,” he once stated. “The 
announcer’s vision of the homes 
his voice is entering must contain 
an element of sanctity. Therefore 
nothing ‘tainted’ must be pre- 
sented.”

Is Historic Relic 


A needlepoint chair of exquisite 
design and workmanship has united 
the Saint Mary’s College, Notre 
Dame, Indiana, of today, with the 
Saint Mary’s of seventy-four years 
ago, For Miss Isabella Pinkerton, 
a Saint Mary’s girl of 1859, and a 
member of the historically illustr- 
ious family, worked out the lovely 
rose pattern when she was a stu- 
dent fifteen years old. 

Isabella was the eldest daughter 
of the famous Allan Pinkerton. 
This man, who figured so greatly 
in national life during the Civil 
War, was one of the bravest men 
in the civil service, and was made 
head of the Federal Secret Service 
by President Abraham Lincoln. 

The colorful needlepoint pattern 
worked so devotedly by Isabella, 
was mounted on a chair frame of 
carved rosewood, and was placed in 
the Pinkerton home. Later it be- 
come the property of the child’s 
older sister, Mrs. William J. Chal- 
mers, who is well-known and highly 
regarded in Chicago for her wide 
charities. The [Illinois Historical 
society had asked that the chair be 
placed in its treasured antique col- 
lection, but Mrs. Chalmers decided 
that it should be sent back to the 
school where her little crippled sis- 
ter made it—Saint Mary’s College, 
Notre Dame, Indiana. 

By a serious fall down a stair- 
way when she was still very young, 
Isabella was made a hopeless crip- 
ple. Her father selected Saint 
Mary’s as her school because of the 
opportunities it offered for a cer- 
tain spiritual development; for the 
quietude of its rustic surroundings, 
and for its peace. Isabella became 
a happy student at Saint Mary’s 
and was especially devoted to her 
tasks in handiwork. The memory of 
her historically-illustrious . father, 
together with the history of the 
chair, and the interesting Pinker- 
ton ancestry, make the gift to Saint 
Mary’s one that is most deeply ap- 
preciated. 

Allan Pinkerton, who is mention- 
ed in all Civil War histories, was 
of Scottish descent. Early in the 
1840’s, Pinkerton came to America 
with his bride, Joan Carfrae, a 
young Scotch girl who had had ex- 
ceptional educational advantages. 
During the years before her mar- 
riage, she had sung in the Scotch 
church of Duddingston-—of histori- 
cal interest because in it had taken 
place the marriage of Mary, Queen 
of Seots, and Lord Darnley. 


Isabella was brought up in this 
background. Although her life was 
very short, and was exceptionally 
tragic, her family has made of her 
an ideal through which other people 
have been made happy. Twenty-two 
years ago Mrs. Chalmers, inspired 
by the memory of her sister, found- 
ed the Country Home for Convales- 
cent Children. This lovely Home 
with its spacious grounds and de- 
lightful rustic surroundings, is sit- 
uated five miles west of Wheaton 
in Maine Township,. Du Page 
County, Illinois. Through her in- 
spiration, Isabella’s memory has 
been made a living one, 


Mrs. Chalmers has also given St. 
Mary’s one of a limited number of 
prints which she has had taken 
from an original in her art collec- 
tion. This is a picture of Lincoln 
taken with Allan Pinkerton and 
General McClelland in front of an 
army tent on the battlefield of An- 
tietam. The picture is a most un- 
usual and interesting one, for Abra- 
ham Lincoln made it a rule not to 
be photographed in the company 
of anyone else. 

Both the chair and the picture 
will be most carefully preserved at 
Saint Mary’s, where Isabella is an 
inspiration and a beloved memory.

For such we dare utter the 
caution: Remember, there is but

It is regrettable that some of 
our Catholic people should require 
admonitions along this delicate 
line, but the unnatural practices of 
our times make the warning im- 
perative. 


An editorial has been promised 
on this subject, which will be 
forthcoming at an early date. But 
because of correspondence received 
from some prospective brides, we 
have felt that we should not delay 
this urgent plea for virtuous living 
of the married state, hence these 
pertinent remarks. 


When Does Parental 
Authority Cease? 


We have on our desk two very 
important communications — one 
from Illinois and the other from 
Arkansas—on the subject of par- 
ents who decline to acknowledge 
the majority of their children, even 
though these men and women have 
left the homesteads, have married, 
have children of their own, and are 
self-sustaining citizens of their 
respective states. 

One badgered daughter-in-law 
writes that her husband’s parents 
are constantly intrusive. She states 
that they demand to know how, 
when, and where they spend their 
money. If they engage a servant, 
the “in-laws” nag until they have 
to discharge the maid to retain 
peace, If they purchase a spring 
outfit, it is necessary to reveal the 
cost thereof, and then follows a 
scene on extravagance. The daugh- 
her husband is 
forty-five, but he trembles to 
spend his own money, because of 
the sharp criticisms of his parents, 
who reside in the same town. 

But the climax of the iniquitous 
interference of these parents is 
reached when they dare to dictate, 
according to present pagan prac- 
tices, the number of children that 
their son and his wife may have. 
The poor daughter-in-law writes 
they are blessed with six lovely 
children, and that they have been 
ordered to see to it that there are 
no more, Moreover, these meddle- 
some parents visited another 
daughter-in-law while she was 
still in the hospital and nearly 
oceasioned her death because of 
the nervous excitement induced by 
their wicked tirades against her 
daring to increase her family. 

We find the other letter men- 
tioned details about the same con- 
ditions, so we will not specifically 
relate the complaints therein. 

These correspondents live sev- 
eral hundred miles apart, but their 

roblems are practically identical.

But neither the laws of God nor 
the statutes of the various states 
require that they permit such un- 
pardonable intrusions as our cor- 
respondents have related in their 
letters. 

There is but one method to pur- 
sue im such imstances. Husbands 
and wives should establish their 
homes, maintain them respectably 
and live as good Catholics should. 
They should then be kind to their 
parents, but reserved as to their 
own affairs, when parents are in- 
considerate of their rights. There 


is no occasion to quarrel. They 
should simply preserve silence 
when the parents meddle. There 


is no use to try to reason with 
such people, for they are set in 
unreasonableness. If such husband 
and wife are living within their 
means, practicing their religion 
faithfully, and teaching their chil- 
dren properly, they need not be 
concerned about what the older 
folks say and think. 

As for these pagan-minded par- 
ents: It is hardly to be anticipated 
that they would be _ interested 
in reading OUR SUNDAY VISI- 
TOR, but if such should (accident- 
ally) see this editorial, we hope it 
will give them food for thought. 
And it is our prayer that they may 
experience an acute indigestion 
that may cause them to seek a 
speedy spiritual remedy which will 
relieve them of their soul mala- 
dies.

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There Is No Vacation 
From Charity 


The mercy of the Sacred Heart 
of Jesus is everlasting, as is Di- 
vine justice. If we are true fol- 
lowers of Christ our charity will 
not be a seasaqnable virtue, prodded 
by our own physical responses to 
sharp winds and intensely cold 
weather. 

Though the sufferings of the 
poor are in a measure alleviated 
by the warmth of the summer, the 
maturing of garden stuffs, and the 
ripening of fruits, there still re- 
mains distressing unemployment. 

The depression is lifting slowly 
but surely, but it will take many 
months to restore a semblance of 
true prosperity and reasonable pro- 
vision for the millions who are 
dependent upon the charity of 
those who have sufficient private 
means for their own needs and a 
surplus to share with Christ’s poor. 
The needy also have a claim upon 
the mercy of their neighbor who 
is employed, even though the in- 
come of such is meagre. [f we 
have charity in our hearts we will 
gladly share with those less for- 
tunate than we are. We should 
give until it hurts. A sacrifice of 
this kind carries its immediate re- 
ward in spiritual happiness.

During the long illness that end- 
ed in death, he called one day for 
‘a Playbox of Mark’s. He had no- 
iticed that the base was coming 
away, and thought that Mark 
| would be glad to find it repaired 
and firm. Patiently he worked at 
‘it until the job was well and truly 
'done. His mother remarked on his 
‘evident satisfaction. 
| “You’re suffering less this morn- 
‘ing, dear?” . 
| “Oh, just aBout the same. But 
‘I faney Mark’s going to be jolly 
‘glad to see his box well mended 
... and I get pleasure out of 
pleasing him.” 

“PRUDENS.” 


We ordinarily associate prudence 
with age, and with the experience 
igathered from long years. Actual- 
ly, of course, in so far as it is a 
cardinal virtue, a supernatural 
‘capacity and facility, it is implant- 
ied by grace, at least radically, in 
the soul of every baptized child. 
But if the root is there, it-does not 
normally shoot up into vigorous 
life before the rain and sunshine of 
‘many years have played upon the 
‘soil. It can, however, be fertilized 
‘Into a precocious activity by the 
‘impulse of a special grace. God 
)may and does sometimes intervene 
to speed the progress of His 
‘chosen plants, and we have every 
ireason to believe that He did in- 
tervene in the case of this chosen 
child 
|. Fo begin with, the circumstances 
‘were altogether unusual. Guy was 
faced at the age of seven years 
‘with a problem which might well 
‘have taxed the prudence of an 
jadult. Like a bolt from the blue 
‘came the intimation that he was 
\soon to die. Natural instinct must 
‘have urged him to find consolation 
‘in the unveiling of his destiny to 
porn, to his mother, or to his 
confessor. And yet to have done 
‘so would inevitably have stunted 
the Special workings of God’s 
grace in his soul. They might not 
have believed him: in which case 
he would have been treated as 
abnormal, and consequently mis- 
directed. If they had believed him, 
they would undoubtedly have found 
the task of guiding him and his 
destiny too delicate for their hand- 
ling. God’s plan would in either 
ease have been inevitably ruined. 
Secrecy was essential to it, how- 
_— painful and lonely that might 


Guy, of course, could not have 
reasoned all this out; he could only 
follow his instinct, but in this case 
it was an instinct guided by God. 
He was made to feel so keenly the 
pain it would cause his mother, 
should she know, that revelation 

me at once out of the question. 

The message, therefore, must re- 
main secret. But how? It was al- 
ways in his thoughts; was it not 
inevitable that it should sooner or 
later escape his lips? There was 
only one safeguard: he must learn 
to keep unceasing watch on his 
tongue, formerly so spirited and 
incisive In repartee. He must learn 
tact. Of course he formed no such 
‘conscious plan of battle; he simply 
yielded to the impulse of grace: 
but it was remarked that one of 
the first fruits of his “great day” 
Was a certain shyness and reserve. 
“One felt,” says his mother, “that 
he was only saying what he wanted 
to say, and in the way he wanted 
to say it.” He was feeling his way, 
careful never to rush into state- 
ment. Indeed they used to call him 
“the am- 


bassador,” 80 careful was he to 
avoid making rash assertions, or 
putting his foot in it.” 


Moreover he began, consciously 
or unconsciously, to hide his sin- 
jgularity under a cloak of semi- 
indifference. “Guy was profoundly 
pious,” writes one of his gover- 
nesses, “his inquiring mind veered 
constantly towards religion. He 
had a faith, a supernatural under- 
standing, well above his years. But 
he affected ‘not to bother,’ pretend- 
ed a sort of cynicism, what I would 


ing his thoughts to be penetrated, 
lest he might be misunderstood. 
Nattrally an ardent, passionate 
type, he kept himself in control, 
and succeeded in it so well that 
one had to know him thoroughly, 
not to believe him the easy-going, 
indifferent, and yielding child that 
he appeared on first acquaintance.” 


God has His own ways of pro- 
tecting His chosen flowers from the 
false glare of the world. “Full 
many a flower is born to blush un- 
seen,” but few are content to re- 
main so. The normal soul has need 
of a director, but not of the eves of 
the world, and half the good which 
God might have wrought in it is 
often spoilt for want of “spiritual 
modesty,” first fruit of prudence, 
itself first of the key virtues im- 
planted in the sou! by Baptism. 


There are things not meant for 
the vulgar gaze, intimacies of love 
which lose their savor if they cease 
to be intimacies. “Secrets,” as Guy 
said, “are meant for two, not for 
three.” Like his Jesus, Guy too 
must live a hidden life. He suc- 
ceeded. His mother, perhaps, sus- 
pected something; there were little 
inadvertences, illuminating remarks 
which slipped out only to be nega- 
tived at once by a childish prank, 
but the full reality remained his 
closely-guarded secret until his 
hour was come, 


“HUMILIS.” 


Father Rousseau, S. J., formerly 
spiritual director of the “Infants” 
at Franklin, said of Guy some time 
before his own death: “This soul, 
ignorant of itself, was so straight, 
so beautiful, so pure and so frank- 
ly humble, that knowing Guy to be 
intelligent, I often asked myself if 
the Divine Master was not permit 
ting this fault in him (inattention 
‘in class), in order to preserve him 
lin his delicious humility” (Perroy, 
‘0. ¢, p. 129.) God certainly does 
Iseem at times to forego in His 
| saints the greater degree of impec- 
jcability, that He may secure the 
greater degree of humility. For 
‘humility is the foundation of the 
ispiritual life, and as St. Augustine 
ipoints out, the higher God would 
raise the spiritual edifice of the 
soul, the deeper must He dig the 
foundations of humility. 

The act of humility is twofold: 
the intellectual admission of our 
|essential nothingness as creatures, 
| which is common sense and easy; 
‘and the voluntary act by which we 
lembrace the consequences, which 
has nothing to do with common 
sense, and is extraordinarily diffi- 
cult. It is indeed so difficult that 
no one is ever naturally humble. 
A man may be naturally supine, 
but that is quite another thing. If 
he is genuinely humble, he is sup- 
ernaturally humble; it is solely by 
the grace of God that he is what 
he is. 

Now Guy's humility was so pre- 
eocious, so profound, and so un- 
failing, that I am not surprised to 
read of at least one qualified theo- 
logical writer who is moved to re- 
gard it as infused (Cited by Ber- 
noville, o. c, p. 83). That is a 
strong statement to make; and 
yet, while one might explain his 
intellectual conviction of the vanity 
of created things by his innate 
common sense, one still feels the 
need of a very special grace to ex- 
plain the step-over from spiritual 
common sense to genuine humility. 


They were talking one day of a 
certain priest (it was the same 
Father Rousseau), and one of the 
company remarked with disap- 
proval on his general appearance: 
“his cassock was too ‘green,’ his 
cuffs too frayed.” Guy could not 
contain his displeasure. 

“Yes, but that’s fine, that,” he 
intervened. “It’s humility § that 
makes him dress so; he’s a saint, 
he is, and I like him. Whereas 
you, you don’t understand hu- 
mility.”

THE AGNUS DEI 


Me 


What is the Agnus Dei? The 
words, from the Latin, mean, 
“Lamb of, God.” It represents to 
us, “Jesus, the Lamb of God.” All 
the blessings of it, point to this 
signification. The lamb of sacrifice 
in the Old Law, was a symbol of 
the True Lamb of God, Who sacri- 
ficed Himself for us. Frequently 
in the New Testament, we find 
Jesus referred to as the “Lamb of 
God.” St. John the Baptist said 
“Behold the Lamb of God, Who 
taketh away the sins of the world.” 

Another signification suggested 
by the Agnus Dei, is that through 
Baptism we become lambs in the 
flock of Jesus Christ. The lamb is 
meek and gentle: “Learn of Me for 
I am meek and humble of heart.” 

The Agnus Dei dates back, in a 
very certain manner, to the 8th cen- 
tury, during the time of Charle- 
magne. A wax Agnus Dei was 
found in the tomb of the wife of 
Emperor Honorius. She was buried 
in the 4th. century. 

At the present and for a long 
time in the past, the wax of the 
Agnus Dei is blessed only by the 
Pope. The ceremony of blessing 
takes place at the Pope’s Mass, on 
the Saturday of Easter Week. 
They are then given to the Cardi- 
nals, Bishops, and other dignitaries 
present. From these, smal! pieces 
find their way into the hands of the 
faithful. Tiny particles are encased 
in silk or satin and, as a rule, are 
in the shape of a heart. ay 

An Agnus Dei, as all other bles- 
sed sacramentals of the Church, 
should be kept carefully, and, as a 
sacramental, may excite lively 
faith, ardent love, and firm confid- 
ence in God. Through the Divine 
Mercy, and in reward for the faith 
of the people in the “Lamb of 
God,” many special graces and fa- 
vors have been granted. We should 
treasure the Agnus Dei, not be- 
cause we received it from some 
dignitary of the Church, but be- 


cause it reminds us of the Lamb of 


God.

'fields, and welcomed by the sol- 
.diers. To this Holy Name man the 
\first organized Red Cross work in 
(war is due, and to him we can 
‘trace the idea of the first field 
‘ambulance. This Holy Name man 
‘urged all to cease cursing and 
swearing, saying: “Cursing, swear- 
fing, lying, and blaspheming are 
the companions of gambling, 
which produces loss of money and 
conscience.” 


Among the Holy Name preachers 
under the pontificate of Paul V 
should be recorded: Bartholomew 
Saluthio, an Italian Franciscan; 
Heinrich Sedujius, a German Fran- 
ciscan; and St. Francis Solanus, 
called the Apostle of South Ame- 
rica, who died July 24, 1610, in 
Peru, South America, where the 
Holy Name Society had already 
been established and indulgenced 
by Pope Gregory XIII in 1580. 


Biography of Pope Paul V 


Paul V was born in Rome, Sep- 
‘tember 17, 1552. His family name 
‘was Camillo Borghese. He claimed 
St. Catherine of Siena as a rela- 
jtive. The latter's body is pre- 
gerved in the Church of Santa 
‘Maria Sopra Minerva, at Rome, 
the International Headquarters of 
the Holy Name Society. Paul V 
was a friend of the Holy Name 
Pope Clement VIII, who created 
him Cardinal. He was elected 
Pope on May 16, 1605. Under his

He was a 
most vigilant ruler and watched 
zealously over the interests of the 
Church. St. Charles Borromeo was 
canonized by him, also St. Frances 
of Rome. He erected in the Church 
of St. Mary Major the Borghese 
Chapel of which it is said that it 
is the most beautiful and richest 
chapel in Rome. In this chapel is 
the famous picture “Madonna di 
San Luca,” attributed to St. Luke 
‘the Evangelist. Here also is Pope 
-Paul’s tomb over which a magnifi- 
cent monument has been erected.

Archbishop Keating died in 1928 
before even the plans had been 
drawn up or a site obtained.

An Unusual Size 


Why such unusual size? Dr.

A Changing Attitude 


It is an interesting sidelight on 
the changing attitude in England 
that the university authorities have 
made available on this occasion 
their own premises as robing and 
assembly rooms for the Hierarchy. 
Not many years ago the Catholic 
body raged furiously as to whether 
its sons should go to the non- 
Catholic universities. On both sides 
of that question there is much to 
be said still (and it should be add- 
ed that the situation here in Ame- 
rica is by no means similar to that 
in England). Today, at any rate, 
Catholic life and Catholic societies 
flourish in the old and the new 
universities with the definite sup- 
port of ecclesiastical authorities. 
On the one hand the Catholic has 
learned that his non-Catholic pro- 
fessors are not necessarily biased, 
seldom bigoted; and on the other 
the active life of a Catholic group 
has done much to freshen sources 
of truth in springs long ago pois- 
oned. And in the writer’s own ex- 
perience with students and facul- 
ties, the interests of both wherever 
they touched on religion, far from 
inclining to disseminate falsehood, 
have been simply to seek truth. So 
today there is more cordial under- 
standing and reciprocity. And only 
the stranger is surprised perhaps 
to hear of the constant consulta- 
tions between Archbishop Downey 
and the University School of Arch- 
itecture on the Cathedral plans. 
So too is it far from surprising 
in Protestant England to see civic 
and educational bodies co-operating 
in a momentous Catholic under- 
taking. 

Present estimates place the cost 
of the Cathedral at $15,000,000, 
and of that about a tenth has been 
raised. The time required for its 
completion will depend on the rate 
at which contributions come in. 
Rich and poor are doing their 
share; the parishes of the diocese 
have made themselves responsible 
for definite sums; innumerable so- 
cieties are undertaking the cost of 
chapels in the cathedral. His 
Holiness, Pope Pius XI, has made 
a personal gift to the Archbishop 
of a diamond and amethyst neck- 
lace to adorn the statue of Our 
Lady, “Reginae Maris Liverpoli- 
tanae.” The “Golden Book” is to 
contain the names of all who sub- 
scribe five dollars. It will rest in 
the cathedral and prayers will be 
said in perpetuity for the donors. 
A film has been made from the 
plans illustrating the comparative 
sizes and themes of the other 
great cathedrals of the world. The 
hymn to “Christ the King” has 
been recorded by John MacCor- 
mack and the sales profits re- 
served for the fund. Small models 
of the design have been distributed 
as collecting boxes; the copper and 
silver soon mount up. Even the 
ranks of commerce have proved of 
assistance. But when all is said 
and done the cathedral will be 
built out of the annual offerings of 
the people. 


The Catholic Growth 


“Canterbury has gone its way, 
and York is gone, and Durham is 
gone ...the Church in England 
died, and the Church lives again. 
Westminster and Nottingham, Bev- 
erly and Hexham, Northampton 
and Shrewsbury, if the world lasts, 
shall be names as musical to the 
ear, as stirring to the heart, as the 
glories we have lost.”

goods on a buyer. It may specify 
a living wage, but it cannot force 
an employer to pay it, nor per- 
suade a lazy worker to earn it. 
Motives are outside its sphere. 
Like biology, geology and other 
sciences, it has a narrow depart- 
ment of its own to which it is-con- 
fined by the orbit of its own na- 
ture. Economics, then, by its limi- 
tations, but scratches the problem. 

Nor can the basic cause be found 
in politics. Here again we have a 
science that deals only with one 
section of man’s life. What does a 
child know of politics? Yet thou- 
sands of children are in dire want. 
What does an unemployed man, 
who faces a dinnerless day, care 
about politics? He is concerned 
mainly with the desire to live. It 
may be said, of course, that cor- 
rupt politics helped to bring on the 
depression, but that does not aid 
us. It was only a symptom, not a 
cause, 

The Real Cause 


This brings us then to the real 
cause. It is not new, indeed it is 
as old as man himself. It is as 
ancient as Judas when he sold 
Christ for thirty pieces of silver. 
It was rampant in the Roman Em- 
pire when they resented the in- 
trusion of Christianity. All the 
imperially-minded kings and na- 
tions of the world betray its rav- 
ages; the Reformation showed its 
traces in the cupidous nobles; the 
World War was precipitated by it; 
and the present depression, in fine, 
had it as its mother. 

Yes, it is old as Adam, for it 
is nothing more than human greed. 
Greed for gold, greed for land, 
greed for dominion, greed for lust- 
ful possessions, greed for terri- 
tory, greed for power, greed of the 
working man, greed of the middle- 
man, greed of the capitalist—greed 
—greed—greed. Nor is this my 
own opinion. I only repeat what 
our present Holy Father said in 
his encyclical, “Caritate Christi.” 
“But still more deplorable,” he 
writes, is the root from which 
springs this condition of affairs: 
For, if what the Holy Ghost af- 
firms through the mouth of St. 
Paul is ever true, much more is it 
true at present: ‘The desire of 
money is the root of all evils.’ Is 
is not that lust of earthly goods 
that the pagan poet called with 
righteous scorn ‘the accursed hun- 
ger for gold;’ is it not that sordid 
egoism which too often regulates 
the mutual relations of individuals 
and society; is it not, in fine, 
greed, whatever be its species and 
form, that has brought the world 
to a pass we all see and deplore? 
From greed arises mutual distrust, 
that casts a blight on all human 
dealings; from greed arises hateful 
envy which makes a man consider 
the advantages of another as losses 
to himself; from greed arises nar- 
row individualism which orders 
and subordinates everything to its 
own advantage without taking ac- 
count of others, on the contrary 
cruelly trampling under foot all 
rights of others. Hence the dis- 
order and inequality from which 
arises the accumulation of the 
wealth of nations in the hands of 
a small group of individuals who 
manipulate the markets of the 
world at their own caprice, to the 
immense harm of the masses, as 
we showed last year in Our Ency- 
clical Letter ‘Quadragesimo An- 
no,’ ” 

As the Holy Father declares, so 
do I humbly reiterate: The root 
cause of all the social calamities 
of the world, and likewise the rea- 
son for the present depression is 
greed.
